For¬ 
tunately at ibia critical stags of the water 
supply problem there are figures at band 
that give s proper Idea of the coel of the 
material and work attaching to the instal¬ 
lation of s water plant, exclusive of the 
machinery for a pumping station. These 
figures are from the bid* auburn led to the 
city of East Orange, which is about to 
luslall part of a plant. The bids were 
received at the meeting of the East Orange 
... ' IT"™"™ iUity Council on Monday night for the 

___ „ construction of section No. 1 of the pro¬ 
posed new water works of that city. Six¬ 
teen proposal* were opened for the work, 
which I* lo be divided into the following 
part*; bubdivioiou A, furnishing cast- 
iron pipe and special castings ; subdivision 
11, furnishing valves and valve boxes; 
subdivision C, laying pipe.

To thb Koitoi or Tax Citixk* - 
Bin : Tbe Town Council of lata years 
baa developed a marked tendency toward* 
a policy of suspension in th* administer 
lion of municipal affair*. The water 
auppiy question, the Belleville boundary 
line dispute, the Earns Croea Railway 
franchise, tbe Linden avenue Impreve- 
eol assessment, and the fire house 
project are among the notable features 
of administrative work that have been 
suspended in full view of the Councilman 
aod their constituency for a long period, 
and which have been amply inspected 
from every side and are ready to be takes 
down and put out of the way either by 
adoption or rejection. 

It has been noticeable that whenever 
the Council has taken definite action and 
dUpoaed of a matter, the method of dispo¬ 
sition does not vary much from the action 
that might have been taken when tba 
subject disposed of was first introduced. 
The ik-lleville boundary dispute is an 
apt illustration of that fact. Tba Belle¬ 
ville case was before the Council upwards 
of two years, and there waa much talk of 
surveys and reaurveys and application to 
the courts for a boundary com mission, 
but what was finally done was to adopt 
tbe boundary line as laid out by Mr. 
Francisco, the Belleville Township En¬ 
gineer. No ooe will dispute but what 
tbe final settlement of the can might 
just m well and just as reasonably bean 
made on the first night the subject was 
brought before the Council aome. yean 
ago, and before some of tbe present 
rembers were In office. The same may 
be said of the other above named mattera 
that have demanded the attention of the 
Council, and particularly the latest ooe, 
in which the Council has at last taken 
definite action, namely, the water supply 
question. Members of the Council will 
concede that there is reason to —*“wit 
( bat more has been lost than gained by 
the Indefinite suspension of action on the 
water question. Tbe Council by unani¬ 
mous vote decided laat week to submit 
N ■toiler directly te th* people. 

This action oould just as readily have 
been taken a year ago or more M tost 
week, and tbe water question settled, and 
the opportunity of annexationists to fright¬ 
en people Into Newark through it avoided. 

While some people may find fault with 
the Council'a action la calling * apedsl 
election to vote on the water question, 
sere people will be pi a * red to knew that 
something tangible has been done* Now 
tat the Couneihnen have Mapped for¬ 
ward they should keep straight ahead on 
the lines laid dowrn and not rescind tbelr 
resolution or defer the date df the elec 
tion. The people who will be mo*t 
likely to come forward with reasons for 
further delay are tbe people who have 
bad ample opportunity to make tbdr aide 
of the case known.

East Orange bought the plant aad tb* 
Oounoll again, approaebed th* water 
company. Early to the present year 
tbe Council wao notified that tba com¬ 
pany WM desirous of soiling tbalr 
Bloomfield plant. 

Tb* price named wm 9880,000. This 
figure oould not be eoaeidered. After 
a number of oonfoceocee the water com¬ 
pany anally named 9160,000 m the 
lowest price that would be aoeepted, 
and about May 80, gave tb# town aa 
option 00 tbelr plMt at that figure.
